Council sells £9million of local 
assests to decorate new office 


LIBERAL Democrat councillors on Somerset County 
Council have expressed their anger at the Conserva¬ 
tive members’ decision to sell over £9 million of Som¬ 
erset’s prized assets, in part to fund the redecoration 
of offices in County Hall. 

Figures revealed this week show that the Conserva¬ 
tive-run county council’s new “smart office” project 
is running over budget by £575,000 and has so far cost 
Somerset taxpayers £3.7 million. 

The project has been partially funded by the sale of 
£9million worth of asset sales, including 14 Somerset 
farms. 

The figures were revealed before the recent full 
county council meeting, following pressure from Lib¬ 
eral Democrat councillors to reveal the costs of new 


furniture and decorating in council offices. 

Councillor Sam Crabb, leader of the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat group of the council, said: “This project is a com¬ 
plete waste of taxpayers’ money and is stripping 
Somerset of some its most prized assets. Selling our 
county’s family silver to pay for comfy chairs, paint 
and carpets in council offices is yet another example 
of the Conservative county council’s completely mis¬ 
guided priorities. 

“At a time of serious financial pressure, when the 
county council is cutting bus services, closing li¬ 
braries, cutting youth services and selling our family 
silver, spending £3.7 milli on on an unnecessary ‘smart 
office’ project will not sound smart to the people of 
Somerset.”

Cat owners warn of 
antifreeze danger 

CREWKERNE residents have issued a plea to motorists 
to be more careful when topping up their cars for win¬ 
ter after both their cats recently had to be put to sleep 
after ingesting antifreeze. 

Charlie Slade and Alex McArthur, who live in West- 
over View, said: "We have just had to have our two 
lovely boys Mowgli and Bagheera put down due to an¬ 
tifreeze poisoning. 

"They were brothers and not yet two-years-old. With¬ 
out any evidence we cannot say whether these poi¬ 
sonings were deliberate or accidental but there is 
obviously a source somewhere nearby. 

"It may be that someone has simply spilled some an¬ 
tifreeze while servicing their car or cleaning out their 
garage, but we also have to consider that someone 
could have left this substance out in order to cause an¬ 
imals harm. 

"We want people in the area to be aware of the po¬ 
tential danger and we are urging pet owners to be vig¬ 
ilant if they are letting their cats out of the house at 
this time of year especially. We have had to come to 
realise the hard way and are forever heartbroken." 

A similar incident was reported in the Butts area of 
llminster last month, where a resident reported an¬ 
tifreeze having been put over a fence into their gar¬ 
den. 

Antifreeze is sweet and dogs and cats will lick it up. 
Within the first few hours there may be vomiting 
and/or drooling, due to irritation of the stomach. 

There may also be stumbling and depression, resem¬ 
bling drunkenness (ethylene glycol is a type of alco¬ 
hol). Within 24 to 48 hours, signs of kidney failure will 
develop, including loss of appetite, vomiting, dehydra¬ 
tion, excessive urination, or no urination at all. 

If treatment begins immediately after exposure, 
there is a reasonable chance your pet will recover. 
However, the more time that passes before treatment 
starts, the less likely it they will escape permanent kid¬ 
ney damage or complete kidney failure. 

Charlie Slade said that sadly their neighbour's cat 
had also died and they have informed the RSPCA and 
Cats Protection.

A NEW voice for the public on 
health and social care issues has 
taken a big step forward. 

Somerset County Council has 
awarded a contract to set up Health- 
watch Somerset, a new organisation 
that will champion the views and 
priorities of the public on health and 
social care services. 

Independent of the county council 
and the NHS, Healthwatch Somer¬ 
set will use real experiences to 


highlight local issues and influence 
the way services are designed and 
delivered. 

Its role will include: Giving the 
public a stronger voice to influence 
and challenge how health and social 
care services are provided; promot¬ 
ing public health and health im¬ 
provements; passing information 
and recommendations to Health- 
watch England and the Care Quality 


Commission; and having a seat on 
Somerset’s Health and Wellbeing 
Board. 

All local authorities are required 
by Government to establish a local 
Healthwatch organisation to begin 
work in April 2013. 

Following a full tendering 
process, Somerset County Council 
has commissioned the Care Forum 
to set up and manage Healthwatch 
Somerset.

Gingerbread 

Men 



1. Heat oven to 200C/180C fan/gas 6. Line 2 baking sheets with 
baking parchment. Melt butter, sugar and syrup in a pan. Mix 
flour, soda, spices and a pinch of salt in a bowl. Stir in the butter 
mix and chopped ginger to make a stiff dough. 

2. Wait until cool enough to handle, then roll out dough to 
about 5mm thick. Stamp out gingerbread men, re-rolling and 
pressing the trimmings back together and rolling again. Lift 
onto baking sheets. Bake for 12 mins until golden. Cool 10 mins 
on the sheets, then lift onto cooling racks. 

3. To decorate, mix icing sugar with a few drops of water until 
thick and smooth. Halve then slice cherries thinly to make 
smiles, and cut ginger into small squares. Spoon icing into a 
food bag, snip off the tiniest bit from one corner, then squeeze 
eyes and buttons, and a tiny smile onto 1 man at a time. Stick 
on a cherry smile and ginger buttons. Repeat; leave to set. Will 
keep up to 1 week in an airtight tin. 

Tip: Decorating You can also use raisins, sultanas or Smarties 
to decorate, if you prefer. 


Ingredients 

140g unsalted butter 
lOOg dark muscovado sugar 
3 tbsp golden syrup

1. Heat oven to 200C/fan 180C/gas 6. Grease and line a 23 x 32cm Swiss roll 
tin with baking parchment. Beat the eggs and sugar together with an elec¬ 
tric whisk for about 8 mins until thick and creamy. 

2. Mix the flour, cocoa and baking powder together, then sift onto the egg 
mixture. Fold in very carefully, then pour into the tin. Now tip the tin from 
side to side to spread the mixture into the corners. Bake for 10 mins. 

3. Lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface. When the cake is 
ready, tip it onto the parchment, peel off the lining paper, then roll the cake 
up from its longest edge with the paper inside. Leave to cool. 

4. To make the icing, melt the butter and chocolate together in a bowl over 
a pan of hot water. Take from the heat and stir in the syrup and 5 tbsp cream. 
Beat in the icing sugar until smooth. Whisk the remaining cream until it 
holds its shape. Unravel the cake, spread the cream over the top, scatter over 
the crushed mints, if using, then carefully roll up again into a log. 

5. Cut a thick diagonal slice from one end of the log. Lift the log on to a plate, 
then arrange the slice on the side with the diagonal cut against the cake to 
make a branch. 

6. Spread the icing over the log and branch (don't cover the ends), then use 
a fork to mark the icing to give the effect of tree bark. Scatter with unsifted 
icing sugar to resemble snow, and decorate with holly. 

Tip: You can leave the mints out if you prefer a more traditional filling.

Digger still full of running 


DOUBLE Dizzy's performance in 
the Glenfarclas Cross Country 
Handicap Chase at Cheltenham on 
Friday confirmed that he is not 
ready to retire yet, and will now de¬ 
fend his title in the At The Races 
Sussex National at Plumpton on 
January 6th. 

"Digger" as he is known around 
the yard led the gruelling 3m 7f 
race in heavy ground until the field 
turned into the home straight with 
two fences to go when he was 
overtaken by the winner Outlaw 
Pete. 

"Although three other horses 
passed him going to the last, he 
battled on up the hill to take fourth 
place and earn owner Martyn For¬ 
rester just over £1600 in prize 
money. 

It was planned to retire the 11- 
year-old after the Haye Jousselin 
Chase at Auteuil in early Novem¬ 
ber. 

But he was given one more race 
in the non-handicapped version of 
the Glenfacas over the same 
course a month ago, where he fin¬ 
ished a very creditable tenth to 
Uncle Junior who also ran on Fri¬ 
day, but this time unseated his 
jockey Paddy Mullins. 

Jockey Andrew Glassonbury 
once again sent him to bowl along 
out front cutting the pace, and he 
was always in the first three. 

On the third and final circuit fea¬ 


turing 34 fences he lost his front 
running companion Lydon House 
who made a mistake. 

But jumping impeccably and 
looking so relaxed you thought he 
was running for fun, he eased out 
a three-length lead over the field. 

The main threats moved to close 
the gap, and as they made the 
sharp left turn to enter the home 
straight, a loose horse ran in front 
of them, but fortunately avoided a 
collision. 

Bob Buckler said: "Once again he 
put in a super run. He loved it and 
Andrew gave him a great ride.

"So we are looking to run him 
again this week before the penalty 
kicks in, probably at Folkestone 
yesterday (Tuesday).
